Unlike many man-made objects, works of art are 
produced not solely to meet external demand, but 
in part to satisfy an inner need of the artist. For this 
reason art forms have persisted in the face of public 
apathy, and art — sometimes great art — has been 
created even when society gave the artist no assur- 
ance it was wanted. But artists live with others as 
well as themselves, and while their art may survive 
under any conditions, it will flourish under the stimulus 
of genuine public understanding and tangible ap- 
preciation. 


The continuing and vital interaction of the artist and 
his fellow-man has produced our heritage in the arts. 
If this process is to continue—and not falter in our 
time—it will be in part because our interest in new 


ventures in the arts is vigorous and sure. 


This interest should have both depth and range. We 
need to see further into the individual work, and yet 
explore more widely the various media, each of

which brings to the whole its own unique and dis- 
tinctive contribution. It is the artist who creates. The 
job of the museum is to recognize significant cre- 
ation, understand its implications, present it to the 
public which, in its active response, makes the cycle 
complete. 


The San Francisco Museum of Art feels most fortu- 
nate in being a part of this activity. As host to the 
Annuals of the San Francisco Art Association it as- 
sumes the technical management of the exhibition 
and its presentation in the galleries. The Art Associa- 
tion and the Artists’ Council set the conditions for 
the exhibitions, secure the prizes and elect the jury. 
These shows have an essential function. It is usually in 
exhibitions such as these that the new configuration 
appears, now no larger than a man's hand, but soon 
perhaps to fill the artistic horizon. The arts, too, have 
their drama; we invite you to discover it in this and 
future exhibitions.
